With an 
homogeneous class of people orthodox in 
their faith and largely enrolie? in the 
churches named, the clergy were able to 
break down the color-line and present a 
solid church vote in the negative when the 
issue before the people was wet or dry.“

Even in the distinetively American com- 
munities of the North the clergy are not able 
to control the political action of the laity as 
they do in the South.

CAUSHS OF THE LIBERAL DEFEAT. 

Thé returns from the elections in the En- 
glish boroughs are already sufflelent to indi- 
cate that the Liberals have met with defeat. 
The full extent, of course, will uot be known 
until the rural districts, with their agricult- 
ural laborers, have been heard from. ‘The 
Liberals may retrieve the disaster somewhat, 
buf it is already evident that, even ‘if the 
Tories do not obtain a clear majority over 
both the Liberais atid Parnellites combined, 
their gains have been so large as to outnum- 

The causes of this reverse to the Liberals, 
which is as overwhelming as it was unex- 
pected to them, lie in numerous directions. 
There was, first, the widespread dissatisfac- 
tion, if not disgust, with Mr. Gladstone’s 
foreign policy. In Egypt, though the situa- 
tion at the outset was a legacy from Lord 
Beaconsfield’s administration, his poliey led 
to a disastrous failure of the Soudan cam- 
palgu, the sacrifice of Gen. Gordon, the loss 
of prominent officers, reverses to the Brit- 
ish arms, and a final abandonment of. the 
contest with the Arabs as well as 
of the attempt to regulate the muddled 
condition of affairs in the Soudan— 
the whole costing the taxpayers over 
twenty-five millions of dollars. ‘The voters 
also had the contrast directly before them of 
Lord Salisbury’s vigorous and ingenious 
methods of dealing with ballying Russia in 
the Afghan boundary affair and Mr. Glad- 
stone’s apparently weak and vacillating policy 
and too eager desire to avoid a war. Mr. 
Gladstone was unquestionably sound in his 
position that England was not prepared for 
war, but unfortunately Lord Salisbury se- 
cured a peaceful result by showing a bolder 
front. It was also in the latter’s favor that 
he. had secured advantages for England in 
her relations both to France and Turkey, and 
established something like friendly relations 
with Bismarck, had taken no pains to 
conceal his dislike for Mr. Gladstone. In 
short, under the brief Tory administration 
Lord Salisbury had gone far towards remov- 
ing the stigma that England had lost her po- 
litical influence in European affairs, and on 
the very eve ot the election had the advan- 
tage of a successful campaign in Burmah, 
promising the speedy control of that rich 
country, with which to dazzie the electors.

SHOWN THEMSELVES MORE ADROIT THAN 

THEIR OPPONENTS. 

Lonpon, Nov. 28.—[Via- Macxay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune.|—Sunday will be de- 
voted by both political parties to removing the 
dead and wounded and counting the missing of 
the first week of the elections. Like contend- 
ers near a pivot, neither side has much to 
boast of as to results. In the Welsh and Scot- 
tish Highiands, as in the Baikan Mount- 
ains, lies the hope of euch side for 
the next week in the resumption 
of the battles. The real result, thus 
far, demonstrates the proposition often ad- 
vanced—that the masses of the English nation 
are profoundly attached tu their great tradi- 
tions, and that they love to show they are not 
easily moved to break with the past; also, that 
they bave a deep-rooted disgust for revolu- 
tionary polities; and, finally, that the Conserv- 
atives are the best politicians in tactics, disci- 
pline, and organization. 

THE LIBERAL SCAPEGOAT. 

The soupegout of the Liberal disaster is 
Joseph Chamberluin. The weekly Radica) press 
is Unanimous in condemnation of him as the 
cause of the reverses experienced by the party 
at the polis. Sir Charies Dilke's organ, the 
Weekly Despatch, denounces Chamberlain as 
culpably reckless in his utterances, and asserts 
that he tried to pervert the straightforward 
democratic policy of the Radical wing of the 
party into a coarse agency for his own aggran- 
dizement, and to establish bimself as a dem- 
agog instead of an bounorabie politician.

His grotesque figure, biatant tongue, and 
coarse bumor will probably be missed in the 
House of Commons. His brief Chief Secre- 
tarysbip for Ireland under the Earl of Beacons- 
fiela’s Administration was farcical, but the 
Paroellites reapected bis bluntness wulle they 
were mereiless in rid:culing his failincs. 

Brave privates like Jacob Bb: ight and tho pon- 


sit in the ladies’ gallery and see others pose on 
the floor. Demagog Radicals, like Lynph Stan- 
ley, Bottomley Firth, and Porcupine” Ayr- 
ton, are either k lled or severely wounded, like 
Thorold Kogers, whose majority is 83, and Sir 
Charles Diike, who is likely to lose his seat 
through improper practices at the polls. 
I mention only names weil known in 
America; but a score well known 
on tbis side could be added, such as 
John Slaggzg, Mr. Bright, Mr. Arnold, Mr.

THE LIBERAL LEADER. 

Mr. Gladstone will be the nominal Liberal 
leader, but be will hold it in trust for the heir 
of Chatsworth and not for the boss of Birm- 
mgbam, and Mr. Goschen will be listened to in 
preference to the diminished Sir Charies Dilke. 
Equally sate is it to,predict that the Kadicais 
will refuse to be thus suppressed and shelved, 
and will ight back. A natural outcome wil! 
be a Radical and Parnellite alliance in the 
future, at atime when the Radicals bave 
brought to the **uncrowned King fruits meet 
for repentance. The present drift here, as 
elsewhere in Europe, is against Radicalism. 

SOCIALIST CANDIDATES NOWHERE.

THE QUESTION OF THE HOUR: HOW FAR 
WILL MONEY GO AGAINST THE NATIONAL- 
18718. 

Dustin, Nov. 28.— [Via Mackay-Beunett Ca- 
bile to The Tribune. —How far will money go 
against the Nationalists? is the question of the 
hour here. There are many shifts to evade the 
Corrupt Practicns act, and the castle candi- 
dates pusecss all that corrupted Grattau's Par- 
liament. ‘The defeats in Derry and. Belfast 
proved a great disappolatment to the Nation- 
alists’ loaders, who hoped to demonstrate the 
strength of the Nationalist cause by plant ing

want of proper organization for regis- 
tration purposes and a want.of sufficient 
money to de applied to this especial purpose. 
Thousands of pounds have been withdrawn 
from the Parl amentary fund for the last lew 
months to carry on the registration, which fol- 
lows in the old lines and is very expensive. In 
Dubin the work was altered and has been ex- 
haustively done, and the Nationalists are hope- 
ful they will carry all four seats. The defeat 
at Derry and Belfast was due to a combination 
of Whigs, Orangomen, and Loyalist Catholics, 
who now form a new politica! organizauon 
under the general title of Constitutional Loy- 
alists, for the purpose of maintaining union 
with England and preventing the concession of 
home rule to the Parnellites. 
NEW LOYALIST PARTY. 

In a former dispateh I pointed out the Ifke!i- 
hood of the formation of a new Loyalist party. 
It is now an accomplished fact. Both Liberal 
Protestants and Catholics nave joined it in far 
greater numbers than was expected when the 
project was first mooted. The combination 
will be represented in Parliament by strong 
groups of Irish Orange representatives of the 
fa htmg type, who, will apply Parnell’s 
own tactics to defeating concessions to tbe 
Irish National party in the next Parliament. 
There are pretty sure to be some lively Irish 
scenes when the Ulster Orange Greek meets the 
Vister National Greek. The Parnellite 
representation from Ulster will be considerably 
dimin:shed oy the Loyalist combination, as it is 
now certain that whenever Orangemen and 
Whigs combined are in «a majority, they. will 
elect an anti-Parnellite. This, however, will 
not prevent the Nationalists from carrying 
about one-haif the Ulster seats in spite of all 
opposition. 

PARNELL IS MASTER. 

The general result of the elections is ex- 
tremely favorable to Mr. Parnell, who is now 
certain to be master of the situation in the 
next Parliament unless some cxtraordinary 
change occurs in English opinion within the 
next tew days. The balance of English parties, 
always regarded as the object of the Irish 
leader, could not te more perfect. Eighty 
Irish members will be able to make and un- 
make English Ministers at will—so ‘ar, at least, 
as the next Parliament is concerned. Many 
English members who made themselves spe- 
ciaily objectionable by insulting conduct to 
Irish members in the last Parliament have 
been defeated by Irish votes in England, which 
has proved itse.f, in the band of Mr. Parnell, a 
formidab.e political engine. 


THE LOYALISTS LAID OUT. 

Outside of Ulster the Loyalist candidates are 
cutting sorry figures. With only halt the eleo- 
torate voting, they are beaten in thelr strong- 
holds five to one and ten to one, and, so far as 
Ireland is conoerned, there is no doubt the 
Parnellites will score anoverwhelming victory. 
But the Loyalists intend making them pay 
dearly in the contested elections, in the hope 
of emptying the National.st treasury. 

GREAT MEETINGS TODAY. 

Tomorrow four great meetings will be held 
in Phoenix Park in turtherance of the National- 
ist candiduture in the City of Dublin. Tho voters 
in each of the four divisidhs will marob in 
procession to the park and four platforms will 
be provided, as it is impossible for auy speaker 
to make bis voico beard by a tenth of such an 
audience as this entire body will be. Able 
speakers, including four Nationalist candi- 
dates, will address the several meetings. An- 
other monster meeting will occur at Dundalk.

A most expert gang of counterfeiters have 
for some months beén operating in this city 
and adjoining country with a large amount of 
the recent issue of $5 bills of the Bunk of Den- 
ish Norte America. The bank bas been obliged 
to suspend the issue, and is calling in the bills 
as quickly as poesible. Nearly every bank in 
the city has been victimized, the French banks 
apparently suffering most severeiy. Bank or- 
ficials state that the bills are made from the 
same copper-piate utilized by the counterfeit- 
ers in 1883, when the country was flooded ‘with 
bad notes. Another counterfeit at present in 
circulation is a Dominion of Canada $2 bill, 
plate C. payable in Toronto; date Juve 15, 


1878. The number in circulation is considered 


large.

Clingen also says that the Justice often 
changes the fine to a smaller one, or suspenas 
it altogether. Mr. Washburne says that is 80, 
there are hundreds of such instances, but these 
bave no bearing on the case; it is only where 
some one bas erased the fine and made the 
sheet appear as though a fine bad never been 
imposed that any investigation has been made. 
The Justice may do as he pleases with the 
sheets; he is practicaily irresponsible. But 
when the change is made by some one else and 
the Justice’s handwriting forged, there seems 
something wrong. Justices have no cal to 
doctor their sheets with a steel eraser, nor do 
they everdoso.

A BUCKEYE OFFENSE 


FOR WHICH A PRISONER WAS LURED FROM 
WISCONSIN TO ILLENOIS. 

Judge Williamson held a four-hours’ session 
of the Superior Court ia the Criminal Court 
Building yesterday hearing the case of embez- 
zlement against James EB. Baker. The com- 
plainant is John R. Burrill of Dayton, O., who 
charges that Baker embezzled $115 from him. 
Col. Tuthill asked the court to re.ease the pris- 
oner on babeas corpus as he had been decoyed 
to this State from Wisconsin by Burrill, who 
induced him to come to Chicago by the prom- 
ise to settle a litigation about a patent which 
was then being carried on between the two in 
the United States Court. Mr. Tuthiil claimed 
that the detennon of the prisoner bere was 
malicious prosecution, a8 no proceedings 
against him bad been begun at Dayton. The 
laws of IIlinois were being used,  there- 
fore, for the gratification of private malice. 
The man dad been brought into the 
court’s jurisdiction by fraud and by 
abusing the process of the court. 
Atorney Robert Hervey, for the prosecution, 
read numerous autborities, holding from the 
rulings therein that the prisoner was amenable 
to the law, no maiter bow or where within its 
jurisdiction be was arrested. 

Judge Wilhamson ruled that the court need 
not look into the manner of the capture of tne 
prisoner. If the capturer abused the court’s 
process in making the arrest he was liabie, but 
the people of illinois were not responsibie. . 
The petitioners had not alleged that the war- 
rant was falsely procured, but simply that the 
man was faisely brought bere and then arrest- 
ed. A man abused the process of a court when 
he got a man fraudulently into its jurisdiction 
and arrested him to further bis own ends. 
One, two, or a half-dozen individuals did not 
constitute the public which demanded its richts. 
If the prisoner bad been wronged by the accus- 
ing parties they were liable to a civil action for 
damages. Therefore be could not releuse the 
prisoner. The evidence in the case was then 
partially beard, with the end in view of reieas- 
ing the prisoner if it should be found that the 
charges against him were too thin” to base a 
trial upon. The court adjourned, decidmg to 
hear the matter out another day.

toany hindrance. With strange inconristency 
the canal authorities maintain in summer that 
to allow part of the water to escape would 
create a current injurious to navigation, while 
in winter they claim that the water will not es- 
cape if they open the gates. A ship-canal 
would be no better than the present. canal as 
an outlet for sewage, uniess there should bean 
escape at Lockport; hence an independent 
canal is required, leading from the East Fork,

MINNEAPOLIS MILLERS AND THE 
*“ BUCKET-SHOP” GAM. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 28.—| Editor of The Tribune. | 
—It is very plain that Tue TRIBUNE bas no 
proper conception of the method of the deal- 
ings of the Millers’ Association of Minneapolis 
with the farmers of the Northwest. The 
„long and short of it is simply this—that 
the associagon has dropped onto the 
bucket-sbop game, which can be summed up 
as follows: They take the farmer's wheat in 
store and issue a receipt for it, the conditions 
of it being that when the farmer wants to Sell 
the association will give him the market price 
for it. This puts the millers m a position 
where they can sell flour to those who want to 
buy and when they want to buy it, and buy 
wheat of those who want to seil and when they 
want to sell it. The postion of the miilers in 
this case is similar to that of the dealer of 
a “faryo bank or ** bucket-shop,"’ prepared to 
gawbie with all the amateurs in flour or wheat 
gambling who come in to play the game. 
lt is now well known among experts that the 
odds of the bucket-shop game is from 100 to 
200 per cent in favor of the dealer—that i, 
every time the amateur makes $100 he (or 
others) loses from $200 to $300, and every time 
the dealer loses $100 he makes from $200 to 
$300. The Board of Trade and the stock and 
produce exchanges are now operated practi- 
cally on the buckei-shop principle, with a few 
well-known men in the position of amateurs, 
with the results of profit and loss previously 
mentioned.

On opening the package, be diseovered 
that two-thirds of the articles were of Ameri- 
can manufactgre. Manufactures of various 
kinds are increasing in India, there being now 
sixty cotton factories and ea large number of 
jute mills, also woolen mills, tanneries, and shoe 
factories. All are owned by Europeans. 
India is a rich country, not so much on av 
count of the fertility of the soil as of the pe- 
oullar climate, which makes the growth of all 
agricultural products very luxuriant. 


AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS, 

Last year over 259,000,000 busheis of wheat 
were raised. There are about 400,000 acres in 
tea, and the product last year was 50,000,000 
pounds. The tea is the vest in the world, and 
most of it goes to Europe. Almost all the jute 
of the world is raised in India, but owimg to 
the inferior methods in which the bark is 
stripped from the stalk by the natives it is not 
as good in fibre as it might be.

on behalf ot several property-holders to test 
the rights of the railway corporation in the 
submerged land occupied by it contiguous to 
the line of its right of way.

Ho 
gave them permission, bowever, to be- 
come parties to the suit and assert their 
claims therein to the submerged lands. 
Mr. Mecagg consulted Attorney-General 
Hunt as to the expediency of making 
the amendmeuts, and was advised to 
do so. This was about ten days ago. Mr. Mo- 
Cagg communicated with the Canal Trustees, 
who informed bim that they would meet at 
Lockport Dec. 9, where be could confer with 
them.

THE ELECTION BOARD. 
ARRANGEMENTS PERFECTED FOR GETTING 
AN EARLY DECISION ON THE LAW. 

The newly- appointed Election Commission- 
ers, Messrs. Raymond, Corkery, and Hoffman, 
held a star-chamber conference at Mr. Hoff- 
man’s office, No. 125 Clark street, yesterday 
afternoon with Messrs. James W. B. Beach and 
A. M. Pence, representing the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation, and H. B. Hurd and F. S. Winston Jr., 
to devise means for bringing about a speedy 
decision from the Supreme Court of the State 
upon the constitutionality of the jaw. 

Mr. Pence stated that he had been employed 
by the Union League to take charge of the de- 
fense, and that the Citizens’ Association had 
authorized him to employ such assistaut coun- 
sel as might be necessary. Mr. Pencoe's fee will 
be furnished by the Union League,’ and the 
Citizen's Association will meet the other ex- 
penses incident to the case. The Commission- 
ers formally empowered Mr. Pence to defend 
them in the projected proceedings. It was 
decided that Mr. Hurd should take the initia- 
tive, and he wili file information in the nature 
of quo warranto before tne Criminal 
Court next week. Mr. Pence states that 
he will probably bave his answer ready to be 
flied atthe same time, to which the prosecu- 
tion will immediately enter a demurrer. If the 
demurrer is held good, a decision of ouster will 
be made, and the case appealed to the Supreme 
Court which meets in January. The Supreme 
Court, is expected not oniy to decide upon the 
quo-warranto proceedings, but also to settle 
whatever other questions there are incidental 
to the law. 

After the adjournment of the conferenco 
the Commissioncrs went into executive session. 
Nothing of importance was done, except the 
selection of Timothy Crean for. Clerk, as had 
been predicted.

The scare occasioned by M. Grévy’s preca- 
rious state of health bids fair to bave an im- 
portant effect.

G. P. LATHROP’S LETTER. 


The increased strictness with which the Ex- 
cise law has lately been enforced Sanday 
brings up freshly to any one who knows New 
York the question whether it will ever be pos- 
sible to close all the saloons and liquor dispen- 
saries one day in the week as the law demands. 
I do not think it will be. A very little observa- 
tion shows what an enormously strong foot- 
hold these places have all over the city, and, 
notwithstandimg the reports in the newspapers, 
but little difficulty is really encountered by 
those who want something to drink in getting 
in. They may bave to go through side doors, 
there may be a little incident of turning a key 
in alock, or of encountering a wary picket who 
will sometimes refuse access to persons whose 
faces hedoes not know. But the object is 
always accomplished by a slight efforts. I re- 
member, by the way, the case of a lunch- 
room and bar in Boston to which a license was 


refused after it had been licensed for several. 


years. What did the proprietorsdo? They 
kept their doors locked the whole year 
through, but issued to their patrons hundreds 
of latch-keys. It was astonishing what a large 
number of wen passing along Tremont street 
in broad light, both Sundays and week days, 
stopped suddenly in front ot that locked door, 
as if they had just remembered something im- 
portent, and then with an air of proprietorship 
inserted the key and let themselves in. The 
secret got around, and there was a rage for the 
keys. The piace became more popular than 
ver. The next year it obtained a license 
without. any trouble. Vice is fertile in device. 
The law was well symbolized by the lock on 
that door. No matter how many wards you 
put into the legal lock men will notch their 
keys so as to fit and turn it. Last Sunday, at 
an up-tow place bere, which the papers said 
gave nothimg but ginger ale and weiss beer, 
champagne was freely sola in bottles labeled 
cider. 

Speaking of barrooms, it is interesting to 
notice the great changes and improvements 
they have undergone in New York within the 
last fifteen years. Time was when the correct 
thing for an ordinary corner drinking-shop 
was to make a great display of bottles and 
demijobos in the windows, with an array * 

' ng hogsheads inside, and a 
mg screen pear the doorwar. 
Now even common aaloons, if it be desired to 
give them any standing, have to confine their 
window effects to me woodwork and 
stained glass. The interior finishings ure also 
designed in accordance with supposed ideas of 
**neusehold art.“ And so, in studying the 
barroom, we proceed from wildly-aecorated 
groggeries by gradual stages to the barbaric 
splendor of the Hoffman House, with its opu- 
lence of bric-A-brac, its $10,000 piciure by 

Bougeureau, and other valuable paintings. 

I suggest to some essayist as a subject, The 
Relations of Rum and the Fine Arts.“ There 
are few artists, musicians, actors, or imagi- 
native authors who are teetotalers; hence 
there seems to be some connection between 
drinking and the fine arts. At any rate the 
adopuon of more artistic surroundings by the 
metropolitan barrooms may be set down as ev- 
idence of growing refinement. Whenever es- 
thetic ornament invades the saloon there is 
apt to be less disorderly conduct. It’s curi- 
ous, too, that when a successful ‘‘rum-shop”’ 


or *“ gin-mill” acquires money enough to offer 


“additional attractions” it hag to cali upon 
art to furnish them. A queer ange—pict- 
ures, stained giass, free lunch, and mixed 
drinks! Near the City-Hall Park there is a 
very popular resort which contains some et- 
fective paintings and photographs of master- 
pieces, all of which, humorous, pathetic, or 
military, are noticeably proper. Shrimp, 
p ckied ovsters, sandwiches, and olives on a 
side-table invite the weary, famishing man to 
enter and refresh himself. Consequently hun- 
dreds stop there at midday or dropin about 5 
o'clock to spoil thew appetites for dinner 
with a dite and a sup. A short time 
ago a marvelously we l-executed work in 
oils was put in position there, surrounded with 
draperies and lit from above by gas-jets con- 
cealed behind a tin shade. It is culled After 
the Hunt,“ and represents a weather-stained 
barn-door on which are bung implements and 
trophies of the chase. Its clever realism de- 
ceives the eye for a moment into a belief that 
these objects bave realiy been painted on a 
surface of siiver-gray wood; so well depicted 
are the‘rusty iron binges, the keyhole, and the 
warps and cracks in the door. A sort of leger- 
demaino of art, it is constantly gazed upon by 
admiring groups. 

* That beats the old master holler,“ asserted 
a ruddy-nosed connoisseur. ‘I neversaw any- 
thing in my life so natural as that nail-hoile 
except a real nail-hole. See how the wood is 
split around it.“ 

“The raboit’s tail takes me,“ said another 
man, who was eating a sand wich. I've been 
to all the gailer es in Europe and seen Titiaus. 
Raphaels, and Rembrandts till I couidn’t rest: 
but this picture lays over the deck. Give me 
this rabbit's tall every time.“ . 

These sentiments were received with Marks 
of strong approval by the bystanders. Very 
likely, thetgfore, fine art in the barroom does 
not raise average taste higher than the plane 
ot admiring a rusty nail-hole, which isn’t quite 
so good as the original reality. But it is better 
to have a little fine art there than none at all. 
It is worth remarking that the establishment 
where this picture bangs hastried the codpern- 
tive plan with itsemployés. Six years ago it 
began distributing to them the proceeds of all 
sales made Christmas-Days, both at the bar and 
Cizar-stand, and in the wholesale department of 
wines and liquors. The first year it divided 
among the employés 92.502. Last year the 
amount rose to $8,276. This 1s the charming 
metance of benevolence, ana bas served as a 
great advertisement. But as a truthful chron- 
icler I am bound to say that the bartenders in 
that place have become in consequence the 
most indolent, careless, and surly in the city.

Col, Maples n closes his opera season at the 
Academy of Music somewhat abruptiy this 
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connected with the stage come within the glare 
of the great white light of public interest. 
It these children were taken from luxurious 
homes and compelled to earn their bread 
it would be a different matter; but in 
nine cases out of ten they better themselves 
by going on the stage.

Occasional efforts are made to res- 
cue them; but, while so little is done in that 
direction, it seems a pity that children who are 
well cared for and sometimes brought out be- 
bind the footlights should be officiously taken 
in band

Born of 
American parents, in Boston, ** I liked the place 
so little,“ be suys, that I left it when I was 3 
days ald.“ He was brought up in Germany, 
and graduated at Oxford, in England, return- 
ing to this country only ‘when he was of age; 
but, unlike most Americans who have been 
reared and have lived abroad, he at once iden- 
tified himself with the interests of his native 
country, and has made his home in New York 
instead of in Boston. He possesses an ample 
fortune, but is a careful and energetic busi- 
nese-man. In fact, I cannot think of any one 
among my acquaiptance, either rich or poor, 
who works so hard.

LIGHTING THE COUNLY BUILDINGS. 


THIRTY-FIVE HUNDRED WESTON LAMPS IN 
A BLAZE OF PURE WHITE LIGHT THROUGH- 
OUT THE COURT-HOUSE, HOSPITAL, IN- 
FIRMARY, JAIL, AND INSANE ASYLUM—A 
BRILLIANT SUCCESS. 

The County Commissioners certainly deserve 

a great deal of credit in selecting a system of 

lighting which as regards economy and brill- 

iant jilumination has no parallel in the West, if 
in the world. The vommittee to whom this 
matter was referred in the early days of the 
present year gave the various lighting sys- 
tems the most careful examination for 
months bafore the contract was award- 
ed. Great weight was given to 
the guarantee of the United States 
Electric Lighting Company that the Weston 
dynamo would furflisb ten sixteen-candle power 
lamps for every measured horse-power. The 
fact that no other system could possibly reach 
such figures and that the saving in power alone 
in the 3.750 lamps required for these five large 
buildings amounted to between 200 and 250 
horse-power was in itself sufficient grounds for 
their action. Of course such a decision meant 
an enormous saving in coal as weil as in the 
purchase of engines and boilers. Very careful! 
attention was also paid to the twinkling or 
tremor of the lamps or lights used by the 
different companies. We naturally expect in 
an are light more or less flickering, but in a 
properly constructed system of incandescent 
lighting this should not be permitted. The 
fact that such plants are in use in several 
plaves in the city would indicate an utter dis- 
regard for the eyesight of those who are so 
unfortunate as to be obliged to sit opposit such 
on illuminant, or a very grave fauit in the 
lighting system. The committee, in awarding 
this very large contract to the United States 
Eiectric Lighting Company, were fully satisfied 
that the claims of this company for a larger 
percentage of light from the actual 
horse-power or pounds of coal consumed, 
as well as the lasting quality of the 
lamps used and their pure and perfectly un“ 
form and steady white light, was amply proven. 
As the same conclusion was reached by a com- 
mittee appointed by the Government to in- 
spect lighting systems for post-offices, custom- 
houses, and other Government buildings. it is 
fair to infer that the most perfect and econom- 
ical system bas been adopted by the county.

une.|~—The elevation of Gen. Logan to the | 


Presidency of the Senate would be an event 
that would not be considered an unmixed 
calamity by several Democrats in this State. 
I refer to some Democratic partisans who bad 
been appointed to office in the place of Repub- 
heans who were appointed for a certain length 
of time, and whose terms had not yet expired. 
Gen. Logan, they rightly consider, on the floor 
of the Senate would be a more formidable op- 
ponent against their confirmation than the 
same gentieman as the presiding officer of the 
Senate. It is not yet certain what line of 
policy the Senate may adopt in regard to the 
political removals, and appointments made by 
Mr. Cleveland. They may decide that what is 
sauce forthe Republican goose must be sauce 
for the Democratic gander. While it is the 
practice of new political administrations to 
make a clean sweep, the Tenure-of-Office law 
rightly restricts this power of absolute 
removal to certain classes. Otherwise great 
injustice would be done. For instance, a man 
who was appointed to office, say last summer, 
made all bis business arrangements in accord- 
ance, perbaps sold out his former business at 
a loss in order to accept and satisfactorily dis- 
charge the duties of his new position, whose 
term was to run four years, witb a law dis- 
tinctly stating that be is not to be removed be- 
fore that time without good cause, has a right 
to demand that the law. which is in the nature 
of a contrdct between the Government and 
bimeelf, sball be respected: and if Senators do 
not see that it is respected and entorced they 
are derelict in theirduty. When these men 
have been removed without good and sufficient 
cause it is the Government that is repudiating 
the contract, not they. And the men who step 
into their shoes, knowing that these men have 
done nothing whereby they have forfeited 
their four years’ contract with the Govern- 
ment, are doing something which would not be 
allowed fora moment among bonorabie gen- 
tlemen engaged in private enterprises. It is 
not a question of politics; it is one of fair deal- 
ing between honorable men and a Government 
which should respect its contracts. The Senate 
is made the judge as to whether or not either 
party—the Government or the appointee—has 
violated the contract or vitiated it inany way. 
The Government has its mghts—to demand that 
its employés shall give due and honorable serv- 
ice. The appointee has right to demand 
that his lease of office, Same as any other 
1 ase, shall run to the expiration of its term if 
he honestly and faithfully fulfills its obliga- 
tions. It might as well be expected that a man 
with a four years’ lease of a building in this 
city should be promptly bounced because his 
leased property changed ownership, as to ex- 
pect that this appointee should be removed be-

George William Childs to Give a 
Clergymen’s D:nner to Canon 


Farrar. 


Sufferings of the Scions of Noble Fam- 
ilies Who Practice Law and 
Have to Walk. 


A Modern Triumvh of Brains Over Blood 
How Todd “Downed” Brown and In- 
, gersollDegenerate Days. 


PAILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 28.—|Special.|— 
So you have been having Archdeacon Farrar 
in Chicago. He didn't know when he was in 
the Bast whether he would get so far or not, 
thougb he wished to. He had made so woful 
a mistake about the meaning of the word dis- 
tance inthis blessed country of ours that the 
life was nearly shaken out of bim riding 
leagues and leagues in railroad cars to keep 
his engagements, and be was anxious only to 
finish up his contracts, In a letter tosome 
friends here he gives nis expression of the spirit 
and enterprise of the City by the Lake. I 
won't say what be said, for if I should the 
world might suppose that another big fire had 
broken out in Chicago, the blushes of modesty 
would make everything so red. 

Canon Farrar comes back to Philadeipbia 
next week, and his stay will be the oceasion of 
an ecclesiastical jubilation. He is immensely 
popular here, and will be dined and féted all 
around, It will be our last chance, for week 
after next be sails for home. Next Wednesday 
Mr. George W. Childs is to give him a recep- 
tion and what he modestiy calls a lunch”’ 
at the most fashionavie hotel in town. It 
will be altogether a clergyman’s reception, 
aud every cleric within a radius of sixty or 
seventy miles will be asked tomeet him. More 
than 800 invitamons bave been sent out, and 
the gathering will, uu is thought, be the largest 
assemblage of clergymen ever called together 
in this country for the simple purpose of paying 
social honor to one of the cloth. As the occa- 
sion is not to have any religijpus significance, the 
clergymen of ali communions bave been asked 
to attend, and it is hoped that several Bishops 
of different denominations will confer prelatica! 
splendor on the gathering. As the Archdea- 
con is not only a vigorous “teetotaler’’ bhim- 
self, but also a preacher and apostie of total 
abstinence from intoxicants, there will 
be no wine at the lunch.“ There will 
be rivers of apollinaris, however, and cases 
of ginger pop. Clergymen, they say, oy the 
way, take a wild delight in the pleasures of the 
aforesaid pungent pop. There will be lots for 
the apollinaris and the pop to wash down, for the 
** junch’’ will in reality be a sumptuous ban- 
quet, made up of the most delicious viands 
that earth and sea can yield. The cost of feed- 
ing the multitude so well need not be put 
down, but it will be a good many hundred dol- 
lars. It will be interesting also to note what 
success Mr. Childs may have in his endeavors 
to make antagonistic ecclesiastical elements 
mix. Archbishop Ryan, now ot this city, 
but formerly of St. Louis, was asked 
to - attend a dinner which Mr. Childs 
gave Canon Farrar several weeks ago. 
The prelate replied that an important engage- 
ment already entered into prevented his ac- 
ceptance of the invitation. It is thought, 
bowever, that be will be at the reception. He 
has watched Canon Farrar’s career with inter- 
est, and is acquainted with all of his books. 

SWELLS AT THE BAR. 

You may criticise the pulpit, you may ridi- 
cule society, you may even question the beau- 
ty of Quaker City giris, but do not say a word 
against our bar. That is what they tell you in 
Philadelphia. From time immemorial this 
dear old town bas prided itself on the learning, 
the dignity, and the honor of its advocates. 
All the principal swell clans—the Shippens, 
the Rawles, the Tilghmans, the Binneys, the 
Biddies, the Cadwaladers, and many more— 
were made up of-law famiiies. Only the other 
day a member of one of these tribes was boast- 
img that none of his blood had ever been 
“in trade.” ‘Those of them who hdd not 
read Blackstone, either for the purpose of 
practicing or tor honor, bad led the lives of 
genteel tramps. The fashion of pushing tneir 


sons into the law still holds among these rep- 
resentatives of biood, and the effect has been 


to bring acrowd of young swells to the bar. 
| A day or two ago a fashionable woman who is 


the chief spirit in the organization of the 
** Kirmess,” the first big event oi the social 
season, was complaining that a Suabian dance 
had to be given up because it bad been impos- 
sible to get young men enough to participate 
init. “But the fact is,“ she went on, apolo- 
gizing for the gilded youths, “our society 
young men are so busy that they say they 
really have no time to give to Terpsichore, 
They are all lawyers, you know, and I think 
it’s real nice.“ Though they are all law- 
vers it does not follow that they all 
earn enough to support themselves decently. 
The fact is most of them donot, for in the 
courts as well as out of them it is brains or 
brass, not blood, that counts, and the butcher 
of yesterday who is the lawyer of today may 
plead and argue the dearest dariing of Spruce 
street out of his boots. Many swerls' families, 
by reason of the unwillingness to allow any of 
their members to go into the boot and shoe 
business or the hardware trade, find their in- 
comes grow more and more attenuated as time 
draws upon them, and young men pine away 
in che pride of a dusty profession who might 
achieve big things in some other vocation. 
The quiet suffering that many of them undergo 
would make wartyrs of them if they would 
give up the civil law for evangelization. 
Indeed, if kind-hearted Judges did not come to 
cheir relief now and again witb a $100 audit or 
a $200 reference some of these legal scions of 
decayed aristocracy would be in peril of starv- 
ing to death in their own offices. Judges tell 
me that they are constantiy receiving appeais 
for these pride-eaten youths, as if they were 
the dispensers of charity. Oue old jurist, who 
has been on the bench for nearly a quarter of 
a century, told me the other day that he had 
just given a reference to a young attorney 
who had grown so poor that he had to walk to 
and from his office to his home, nearly four 
miles distant, through sheer inability to pay 
car-fare. Yet the young man belonged 
to what we so fondly call one of 
the “old Philadelphia families.“ The old 
Judge’s family is not in that rank. An at- 
torney whose father drove a furniture cart 
tor a living, but who had brains enougb to 
make himself a power at the bar, told me that 
he advertised for an assistant at $800 a year. 
In reply he received 340 applications, most of 
them from young gentiemen of excellent social 
position and altogether competent besides. 


AHEAD OF THE SCIONS OF BLOOD. 

The children of the “people” in Pbiladel- 
phia are surpassing the scions of old houses 
at the bar as in all the other vocations of life. 
The greatest lawyers of the past in the Quaker 
City, the juriste whose names are he'd sacred 
by tradition or embodied in learned works of 
legal lore, were almost without exception men 
who in their day were among the social 
leaders, and the exqguisits of fashion. 
Today the ablest and most successful man at 
the Philadelphia bar is the son of a poor board- 
ing-house keeper. Another was a tailor when 
he took up the study of tne law, and a third 
was the son of a poor laborer who saved 
enough from his wages to give his boy a start 
in life. The great mass of the men less pro- 
foundly learned but still successful from a 
monetary point of view—that class, in short, 
with a thorough acquaintance with rules of 
practice and « quick eye for prejudices and 
points —is made up of men who had little 
social influence to help them on and who made 
their way by skill and main force. ‘The sons 
and the grandsons of the giants of the past, 
the fashionabie as weil as the forensic masters, 
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style, dress, and even the enunciation of the 
individual who presumed to dispute questions 
ot law with the college-bred gentiemen whose 
ubllity and cultivation nad been the glory of 
Philadelphia. Old Todd bore the taunts quietly 
enough, but when he rose to reply there was 
fire in bis ere. Before I touch on the merits 
of this case, he began, I wish to say a word 
in answer to the personal abuse poured upon 
mo by the learned gentlemen on the other side, 
I admit that I was not bigh born; that I was 
not college-bred. Yes; I worked on a 
farm, and 1 even split wood for a 
living. . But I may say —tur ume to 
to Ingersoll—*‘that had I lived in the days of 
the great fight tor freedom, I would have been 
a square man, a patriot, and no Tory. I may 
furtner say that 1 do not come into court ar- 
rayed in the colors of the rainbow, and flash- 
ing with rmgs on my fingers, and jingling with 
bells on my feet. But there is one thing that 
I do and always have dune’’—turning to Brown 
and bringing his big rough hand down upon a 
desk with an emphatic thump—‘! pay my 
debts.” The victory of the encounter was 
with the old country lawyer and so was the 
verdict. 


DEGENERATE LAWYERS. 

Whatever be the reason, it must be con- 
ceced that the Philadelphia bar has degenerated 
from its old position in the estimation of 
people, and that its bighest glory has 
departed. It may be owing to the fact that 
Philadelphia is no longer, as it was at the end 
of the last century and the beginning of this, 
the chief city of tne country and the pringipal 
theatre of forensic action. As a whole, the bar 
makes no aim to dignity of conduct or depth 
ot oulture. Its code of ethics has been revised 
and ali the rigor eliminated. There is no Ime 
ot procedure that may not be considered pro- 
fessional.’’ Only afew—and they are of the 
old-fashioned sort—feei that their office puts 
any higher respons.biiities upon them. Noto- 
riety-seeking has taken the place of the old- 
time dignity and reserve of manner and con- 
duct. Newspaper writers are bored with ap- 
peals to give this and that lawyer “a notice, 
and details of the most private and scandaloua 
cases are given out to feed the morbid curiosi- 
ty of the community for the sole purpose of 
having the name of the attorneys brought to 
the attention of the public. Although the rule 
of never advertising tor business is still gen- 
erally followed, putronage is nevertheless 
sought for with all the persistency that a col- 
lector of old clothes gives to the prosecution 
of bis calling. Numbers of lawyers have their 
clerks read the newspapers every day for re- 
ports of accidents or deaths, and shower the 
viotims ot the ove and the widows and orphans 
made by the other with circulars asking per- 
mission to bring a suit for damages or autbor- 
ity to settle an estate. It is a common thing, 
even among the most reapectable members of 
our once exalted bar, to drum up business by 
dividing the fees with whosoever has influ- 
ence enough to “bring a case.“ Police 
officers and detectives act us run- 
ners on com mission for certain 
lawyers of large practice, and wretches 
who get into their clutches are made to feel 
that unless one. of these legal favorits is em- 
ployed things will go hard with them. The 
bar, of course. bas its Committee of Censors, 
but I cannot recalia case for yearsin which 
they considered it necessary to vindicate the 
honor and dignity of the court and the pro- 
fession. That there are cases in which a formal 
proceeding wovld not have been out of place 
may be inferred from the fact that pe: baps 
half a score of iawyers are now fugitives trom 
justice—gone with funds intrusted to their 
charge. Yet in theory, at least, they are all still 
members of the Philadelpaia bar in good 
standing. Not very long ago the spectacle 


‘was witnessed of a lawyer woo dad just come 


from jeil, where he had served a term for 
fraud, arguing a case of some magni- 
tude re the sedate and learned 
court. The fact seemed to surprise or 
disturb nobody, and the counsel on 
the other side paid his opponent tho usual 
compliments of forensic intercourse with as 
much ease and grace as he might have be- 
stowed them upon Sir Thomas More. But 
why goon? There are nearly 1,500 men at the 
Philadeiphia bar, with business enough for 500 
only, and it is perhaps natural in this age that 
dignity and honor should go under in the bit- 
ter strife for lucre. Still, most of us are will- 
ing to bury our heads in the sand, and it is 
likely enough that a blast shall pursue me for 
disturbing the peace of seif-delusion and mak- 
ing a cry against the work of even dry-rot in 
our cherished bar. J. W. K. 


HENDRICKS’ DEATH. 


SOME STRANGE INCIDENTS IN CONNEC- 
TION WITH HIS ILLNESS AND ITS FATAL 
RESULT. 

There are strange incidents in the death of 
Vice-President Hendricks that have not been 
commented upon as they deserve. 

His illness began with a chill, which was 
caused by bis gomg out to a reception in thin- 
ner clothes than he ‘had been accustomed to 
wear—that is, he took off his business suit 
and put on a dress suit, and then, after stand- 
ing about in heated rooms until nearly 
midnight, be rode home. A man 65 years of 
age who does that may expect pneumonia, un- 
less be wears an extra undershirt, and that 
doest not always give sufficient protection. 

The Vice-President felt chilled when riding 
home. This was a comb.nation of fatigue and 
unusually thin clothing. The stomach troubles 
show that he had eaten something that was not 
wholesome for him. Usually at receptions 
there are refreshments that are not made up 
of the most digestible of food and drink. That 
whicb is strange 1s that a man of the delicacy 
of organization of Mr. Hendricks, with the 
multiplicity of cares that he had, and the ad- 
monitions be had received that he was no 
longer a young man, and his experience in 80- 
cial affairs, should have been careiess as to his 
dress. 

But the strangest thing is the treatment that 
he received.

BEWARE OF RED STOCKINGS, 


DR. EDSON SAYS THEY ARE POISONOUS AND 
PROHIBITS THEIR SALE. 

The New York Herald says that bright red 
stockings are condemned by Dr. Edson. Sev- 
erai persons who bave worn them have com- 
plained recently that painful sores appeared on 
their feet and legs. The doctor purchased a lot 
of the stockings at different stores and ana- 
lyzed them. He said yesterday that they were 
ali found to contain arsenic and antimony. 
The arsenic is one of the mgredients of the 
dye, and the antimony is used to fix the color. 
The arsenic can be easily extracted from the 
stocking after it is dyed, but it is so cheap that 
the manufacturers do not care to take the 
troubie. e 

The poisonous bright red stoekings are all 
made in Saxony, and were found on gale in the 
best retail stores of the city. The proprietors 
have been directed to take them out of stock 
at once. If the order is not obeyed, Dr. Edson 
says he will prosecute any one caught selling 
hose of this kind. The offenders will be charged 
with Selling poison without a label, as that, ac- 
cording to the doctor, is the only statute that 
covers the offense,

A Definit Scheme of Home Rule Should 
Be Placed Before English 
Parties. 


Why the Federal Plan Would Not Werk 
An Obstruction Policy Out- 
lined. + 


DvuBLIN, Nov. 19.—|Special Correspondence, } 
—The political event of last week, was the re- 
spective pronouncements of Mr. Gladstone 
and Mr. Parnell. As I predicted in my last. 
the great Liberal leader made the question of 
bome rule for Ireland the central feature of 
his address to tbe Midiothian electors, 
No previous \ utterance of his on this 
vital problem came eo near to what is 
absolutely required, if not to settle at least to 
effecta trucein the Auglo- Irish struggie. The 
right ot the Irish people to the control of their 
own affairs, if constitunonally demanded by an 
overwhelmmg majority of the Irish representa- 
tion, isfuily and fairly admitted. The absolute 
necessity, from an imperial point of view, to 
meet and fairly discuss that demand is de- 
clared to be one ot the most imperious duties 
which will devolve upon whatever English 
party shall be returned to power after the gen- 
eral election. All this is satisfactory enough, 
from the point of view of Irish public opinion, 
while the views expressed upon the whole sub- 
ject by the organs of English political thought 
seem to confirm Mr. Parnell in his sanguine 
expectation of a proximate effort on the part 
of England to attempt a solution of the home- 
rule probiem. | 

It is generally admitted, notabiy by the Lon- 
don Jimes, that Mr. Parnell, in his Liverpool 
speech in reply to Mr. Gladstone, made but a 
fair appeal when calling upon the leader of the 
Liberal party to crystallize into a definit and un- 
equivocal shape bis pronouncement upon Irish 
national self-government.. Mr. Parneli’s posi- 
tion in issuing this chalienge is as judiciously 
selected as it is uuquestionably adroit. He 
asks that some cleariy-defined system for the 
future rule of Ireland should go before the 
constituencies of Great Britain for their ap- 
proval, or otherwise, so that when sach system 
should be submitted for sanction to the House 
ot Lords in the next Parliament that assembly 
might not have the excuse of rejecting it on 
the ground that such an issue had not been put 
for judgment before the electorate of England 
and Scotland. This challenge bas not, so far, 
been accepted by Mr. Giadstone. His second 
Midlothian speech yesterday reiterated what 
was said in his previous one as to the vitai im- 
portance of the Irish problem; but beyond 
this there was no indication of a desire to meet 
the Irish leader on the advantageous ground 
which he has now taken up. 

It is a question now of who will show bis 
hand first. Mr. Parnell's policy with reference 
to English statesmen and home rule has in- 
variably been this: It is the duty of England, 
alter having faiied horribly in governing Ire- 
land by the act of Union, to submit to Ire.and 
the s; stem which it is prepared to substitute 
tor the one that has so signally failed. It 
would then be incumbent upon Ireland’s rep- 
resentatives to accept, amend, or reject that 
On the other hand, 
English party statesmen bave asked, with a 
great deal of reason, that Irish leaders should 
define exactly what itis they actually require 
for the proper rule of their country. I tbink 
this is but a fair demand for men to make who 
cannot, or who pretend they cannot, under- 
stand the true purpose of our claims, The 
best educated portion of English public opinion 
is lamentably ignorant on both the social and 
national phases of the Irish question. It is 
only through the educational process which 
English statesmen have been compelled to un- 
dergo during the last five or gix years—in con- 
sequence of the intensity of the Land Leauge 
movement and the obstructionist tactics of the 
Irish Parliamentary party in the House of 
Communs—that they are now seriously study- 
ing the real gravity of a situation created by 
an Ireland which is no longer governable by 
Dublin Castle or Irish landlordism. 

A DEFINIT SCHEME. 

I believe that it would be a safe policy on 
the part of Mr. Parnell to help the progress of 
that educational process by placing before 
both Engtish parties a definit scheme of home 
rule. Of course thisis open to the objection 
that Mr. Parneil would be showing his hand 
first. and the consequence of this might be 
that whichever party regains office next year 
would seek at once to whittle down the demand 
ot the Irish leader.

1 suggested that twenty or 
thirty, or if necessary more, bills should be 
carefully crafted, dealing with as Many ques 
tions as would appeal strongly to the self 
interest of the English people, or with some 
grievance causing more or less d-scontent 
to the toiling masses of Great Britain—bills 
dealing with extravagant allowances to the 
royal family; the s necure pos tions attached 
to the Crown; the abolition of the House of 
Lords; the better housing of the working 
classes; compulsory insurances out of the rev- 
enues of mines upon the lives of those em- 
ployed therein; reimposition of the Land tax, 
etc., etce.—in fact, bills upon all and every is- 
sue that would be calculated to awaken the 
masses to a sense of the injustice and wrong 
inflicted by the English aristocracy upon 
the industrial millions of England, Soot- 
land, and Wales. Bach of these meas- 
ures could be discussed by every mem- 
ber of the Irish party witbout fear 
of interference on the partof the Speaker. 
Any such interference would constitute a dis- 
tinct breach of privilege against them as mem- 
bers of the imperial Legisiature. It will be 
read ly seen how much of the time of the 
House of Commons could be thus disposed of, 
not in debates upon unimportant issues, butin 
discussing bona-fide bills touching the real in- 
terests of the working and tax-paying classes 
of England, Scotland. and Wales. a 

The outside effect of such a scheme of ob- 
struction could not fail to be favorable to the 
Irish cause. The Irish members would be in- 
troducing measures which an English or Scotch 
representation wouid be calied upon to promote, 
if such representation were really one in rad- 
ical sympathy with the farmers, laborers, arti- 
sans, and entire wage-earning community. 
The consequence would be a further weaken- 
ing of the unit foree of English opposition to 
our national demand, a demoralisation of Rad- 
ical, Liberal, and Tory parties, and a certain 
triumph tor Ireland in Westminster.

Sbe 
was Judic when sbe played Anna; she was 
Judic when she appeared in Helen and in the 
Duchess; at no time did she escape from the 
palpable presence of her own personality. To 
indulge in a comparison merely for the pur- 
pose of illustration it may be said that Mezieres, 
who took old men’s parts, was notably suc- 


' eessful iu the very point of acting where Judic 


failed. All bis portrayals had a separate flavor, 
and be showed that plastic quality, so essential 
to good acting, of concealing his identity. 
Judic’s inadequacy in this respect was paiily 
neutralized by the charm of the personality 
that it was so difficult to suppress. There is a 
lending actor on the American stage who is s0 
personal in everything be Goes that bis egoism 
is irritating to an audience. With Judic it was 
quite the contrary. While she, too, found 
characterization beyond ber abilities, yet she 
was so modest, deprecaiory, and demure that 
the fascination of femininity atoned in 
a measure for her deficiency as 
an artist. Far from desiring to lay 
stress upon this criticism one prefers to linger 
upon those gifts and graces which any comedi- 
enne might envy, and which are infinitly 
creditable to a woman who arose from the 
position of a concert-hall singer to that of a 
leader in frivolous drama. Tho sign of ber 
original vocation, however, lingers in ber sig- 
nal inability to grasp character. If a role hap- 
pens to fit her sbe is a success; if it does not 
she is a disappointment. The part of the 
Grand Duchess was, therefore, superi- 
or as an impersonation 10 that of 
Anna in Papas Wifs.” Her best 
qualities, such as were enumerated in the arti- 
cle of last Sunday, grow upon one slowly; her 
defects—the reierence bere is to art and not 
to avoirdu pois—uare apparent ata glance. Her 
company was no better ana no worse than the 
average vaudeville company of this country. 
It was tolerabie—no more. Though der visit 
to Chieago was unfortunately not marked by 
financial success, it will not be without fruit if 
it inculcates in the minds of native artiste— 
many of whom dre well equipped in talent 
but sadly lacking in taste—an appreciation of 
naturainess of demeanor, simplicity of meth- 
od, and ease of acting. Of Judic as of Théo 
it may be said that she teaches that art is 
the economy of Nature—the elimination

MUSIC. 


JUDIC AND “THE MIKADO.“ 

They do these things differently in Paris. 
Operas without voices and dramas without ac 
tion do not go there. The poor success of the 
Judic season is probably due to three causes. 
First is the fact, to speak commercially, that 
the goods came to a market already somewhat 
overstocked. The appearance of innocence 
and virtue under circumstances suggesting, 
if not necessitating, the contrary supposition 
is, no doubt, a valuable capital in Paris. In 
America it is less so, for the reasons, first, that 
we have here plenty of actresses who can ap- 
pear innocent and virtuous; and, sec- 
ond, because, as Anglo-Saxons, we do 
not derive any particular satisfaction from 
seeing a woman in public under circum- 
stances obliging her to make a mock of virtue. 
With Mme. Judic herself no possible fauit can 
be found. She is attractive—aimost beautiful 
at times—and thoroughly refined ana artistic 
in ber manner. One feeis instinctively (or is 
it the effect ot ber art?) that she herself is an 
estimable woman, of natural tastes directly 
opposit to the situations which form tne 
climacteric points in her plays. Nevertheless, 
this recogn:tion of her worth goes but a short 
way to render her plays satisfactory. Take 
„La Belle Helene,” for instance. Why 
should it be represented at all? Or, if 
represented, why sbould refined and 
home-loving people care to go to see it? Itisa 
burlesque not alone of the Grecian gods and 
demi-gods, but of home and virtue as weil. 
In the former aspect itis truly funny; in the 
latter it is repulsive. It could have originated 
only ina mind wholly cynica! and totally want- 
ing in faith and reverence. It could bave been 
brougbt to a publ o performance nowhere but 
in a congenial atmosphere of mora! rottenness. 
This characterization may be severe, and it is 
certainly unvarnished; but is it not just? 

Another reason why Judic has not sucoceded 
here is to be found in the personal unprofita- 
bleuess ta the bearer of druma in a tongue 
not understood. Particularly is this an im- 
portant element where the dramatic incidents 
are so slight, the emotions so transient and so 
limited in range, the interest so dependent 
upon clever persifiage and repartee. Even 
Shakspearean tragedy, with its ever 
lasting types of character, and the wide 
and therefore easily tollowed contrasts 
of emotion, is no longer popular 
in a foreign tongue. In operetta, where 
the music furnishes so large an element of 
univorsal intelligibility and gratification, Mme. 
Judic’s company is so incompetent as to ren- 
der tne performances of a work no more com- 
plicated than “La Mascotte absolutely ab- 
surd. What is the use of a Pippo who cannot 
sing? As ior Mme. Judic’s singing, it is thor- 
oughly estimable. Sbe sings admirably with 
the voice she bappens to have, but it is not a 
voice to run after. 

Yet another element in this failure is to be 
found in the recent improvement of our Amer- 
ican companies. Wben companies so well ap- 
pointed as those of Emma Abbott, the Boston 
Ideals, McCaull, and Duff give light opera at 
ordinary theatrical prices, in a language which 
the hearer can understand, why should the 
public run after Judic at a higher price? 
Doubtiess it is easy to answer this 
question by citing the great art of Mme. Judic 
herself. What is a diamond to the average ob- 
server if set in brass? Paste shines nearly as 
well. For ali this, however, Mme. Judic’s ap- 
pearance bas been of pubiic benefit—first in 
showing atype of French art somewhat mis- 
represented by Aimée and Théo, and, second, 
by showing that the star and stick’’ system 
is a distinct failure in this country, for the 
present at least. 

“The Mikado“ at McVicker’s is in refresh- 
ing contrast to the French goings-on already 
noted. Here we have a burlesque, wholly ab- 
surd, frequentiy satirical and clever, and most 
intensely fuuny without trenching anywhere 
upon the limits of domestic or ethical 
purity. it is a _ farce, — satire, a 
burlesque, a spectacle, and a well-written 
Eoglish vaudeville, all in one. True, it lacks 
genuine sentiment throughout; whereas “ Pa- 
tience’’ and ali the other Gilbert and Sullivan 
* P’s” had bits like The old, old love, 1 
cannot tell what this love may be,“ and Fare- 
well, my oon,“ which would not have been 
amiss in any light opera. In The Mikado“ 
the touch is lighter and the music perhaps 
cheaper. We are at the play; our deeper teei- 
ings we have left at home. The music nowbere 
bas the structural vigor of any good Ger- 
man writing, but it is more English, 
and theretore more commonplace, for 
in music the Englishman is as pet 
no more than commonplace. Let our 
critical estimate of The Mikado be what it 
may, it is an operetta which immensely amuses 
the public; possessing, indeed, that crucial 
quality of good art that it improves upon ac- 
quaintance. For, while it may be true that 
seen too oft we embrace vice, it is quite 
certain that virtue bas a much slower time of 
it in obta ning recognition. Her face may be 
familiar“ for a lifetime without eliciting 
more than a casual and absent-minded embrace 
for the subject matter thereunto pertaining. 
“The Mikado” pleases the public, and well it 
may. 

it is pleasant to record, moreover, that the 
presentation by the Duff company isa very 
strong and fine one, fully justifying Mr. Me- 
Vicker's advance criticisw. Whoshould know 
a good thing better than he? Singing may be 
a little out of bis line, but acting is not; and 
we must confess that the Duff people act well 
their parts. Here and there, in all the princi- 
pai roles, there is a tendency to overdo. Proba- 
bly a part of this bad its source in the long run 
which the piece bad in New York. After a 
number of repetitions the situation and dia- 
log become stale tothe performer, and he 
seeks by addimons ot his own to make 
them as funny as they were at 
first. He forgets that the audience is different 
and that what seems to him a **chestnut,”’ be- 
cause be has been doing it so long, may bea 
veritable nugget of lun to the newcomer. The 
mention of principals after the opening night 
perhaps requires no further addinons. Miss 
Jarbeau’s Yum-Yum, Miss Sallie Williams’ 
Pitti-Sing, and Mrs. Seguin’s Lady Katisha 
are all of them strong personations, fully up 
to those of the leading men, Kyley, Whiffin, Hill- 
iard, Hamilton, and Gaillard. The orchestra, 
chorus, and scenic appointments, however, are 
s0 exceptionally fine as to demand renewed 
mention. Whatever the so-called original 
„Mikado may be, when it gets here, it can 
scarcely be much if any finer in these respects. 
With regard to the question of copyright and 
ownersbip involved, there is no occasion for 
public anxiety. Authors and their immediate 
representatives are deriving liberal returns 
from their work. No doubt the pubic benefits 
by the failure of the proposed monopoly.

A CURIUSITY LN BUILDING. 
A singular building operation is now in prog- 
ress in Boston, where the old Masonic Tem- 

oak recently occupjed by the United States 
Court, is in process uf bem replaced by a 
modern drs-goods store. The structure stands 
at the corner of two of the principal streets, 
one of which, after the usual Boston fashion, 
had been widened through its whole length 
except at the corner in question, where, either 
on account of the ownership of the land by the 
Una States, or by reason of the cost of alter- 
ing the old building, the city authorities had 
veen u o or unwilling to change the origi- 
nal line. As the building thus projected three 
or four feet into the street, constituting 
a disagreeable obstruction, the new 
owners who bought the property 
from the United States reflected that 
if they were themselves to demolish the old 
Temple. which was perfectly useless to them, 
the City Government, seeing the land cleared, 
would probably seize the opportunity while 
there was no building on it tocondemn enough 
of it to complete the widening of the street. 
Although they would of course be compen- 
sated for the land taken the reduction in the 
size of the intended store would be a serious 
detriment to their business, while the very 
widening of ＋ street would deprive them of 
the benefit of that advertisma which a store 
prominent enough to block the way in a 
crowded thoroughfare always gets; and they 
resolved to manage their building operations 
in such a way that there should be constantty 
on the land a structure so large and costly 
that the city autborities would besitate before 
incurring the expense of demolishing it. With 
this idea: the work was begun by piercing the 
walls of the old Temple near the ground, and 
inserting needies, with shores outside and in- 
side sufficient to take the whole weight of the 
superstructure; and, removing tne foundations, 
to replace them by the foundations for the new 
buiidimg. As these approached the sidewalk 
level it became necessary to commence the 
second and more hazardous portiong@f the un- 
dertaking, which consisted in raising the Tem- 
ple about . fifteen feet, so as to allow the work 
of the new building to be carried on under it. 
Boston is somewhat noted for the skill of its 
building-movers, and, although the old Temple 
was by no means a credit, in point of construc- 
tion, to the Masons who built it, having walls 
of rather incoberent rubble, faced with the 
*“saw-tooth work which pleased the unscien- 
tific fancy of our grandfathers, the coutrac- 
tor in this case contrived, by putting timbers 
across the windows, and tying them together, 
to convert the shell of the building into a rea- 
sonably rigid box, under which were placed 
300 jack-screws, resting on the piles of timbers 
which by this time had replaced the shores. 
The work of lifting was then intrusted to six 
men, whose duty it was to go steadily around 
the bullding, giving each screw, as they 
reached it, a quarter-turo. When the screws 
had been turned to their full length, about 
fourteen inches, more timbers were inserted, 
and the screws were reset for another lift. 80 
fur the work has gone on with perfect success, 
and by the time the old Temple has ceased to 
be of service in protecting its owners against 
the economical city authorities, the new build- 
— willbe far enough advanced to take its 

ace. 

VARIOUS NOTES. 

While mere offers are not a good test of the 
market value of property in these days of 
backing out, itis a matter of public interest 
that $500,000 bas been bid for the lot and build- 
ing on the corner of Wabash avenue and Wash- 
ington street, occupied by D. B. Fisk & Co., 
$5,000 per foot for the land and improvements 
on the corner of Wabash avenue and Madison 
street, occupied by Jansen, McClurg & Co., 
and $200,000 for the Commercial Hotel, on the 
corner of Dearborn and Luke streets. It is 
understood that the price asked for the Fisk 
property is $600,000. It is thought that any- 
body wanting a hotel could get the Woodruff 
for a proper consideration. 

The excavations for the Phenix Building, to 
be erected on the McNeill lot on Jackson street, 
opposit the Grand Pacific Hotel, are going for- 
ward rapidly, and it is hoped that the founda- 
tions may be laid this fall. Work on the Fieid 
lot— Fifth avenue, Market, Quincy, and Adams 
streets—is also in progress.

The brick building now going up on the 
northeast corner of Lake and Franklin streets 
will be ocoupied by James B. Clow & Son, deal- 
ers in plumbers’ supplies. It will be 46x150 
feet. and six stories high. It will cost $50,000. 

The purchase made from L. H. Eames last 
week by J. H. Swan of Nos. 350 and 852 Wa- 
bash avenue is one of the evidences of the ap- 
preciation of inside property in Chicago by 
capitalists. Mr. Swan has just sold out an in- 
terest in the large tract of pine land in Michi- 
gan, a sort of realty now in good demand, and

Money Lending by the Associations 
Is Dearer than in the Reg- 
ular Way. 


Ingenious Methods of Piling Up Interest 
and Other Charges Their Own 
Delense. 


CM OAGO, Nov. 27 .~[Raltor of The Tribune. ] 
—The beauties, attractions, and advantages of 
those modern institutions of benevolence 
known as building and loan associations have 
been so abundantly and iaboriousiy set forth 
by the associations themselves through their 
officers and agents that I was somewhat sur- 
prised the other day when a lawyer friend of 
mine called me into his office and read to me 
the answer be had prepared to a bill for fore- 
closure which one of these philanthropic or- 
ganizations had a few days before filed against 
one of its members who, for some reason, had 
not met the exorbitant and unreasonabie 
demands ot an association which he had joined 
under the delusion that it would assist him ia 
procuring a bome on easy terms. As it is gen- 
erally conceded that all these building and loan 
associations do business on practically the 
same basis, I should like to acquaint the gen- 
eral public, and particularly those who are 
seeking the means of procuring a home on their 
limited income, with the startling facts dis- 
closed by the answer in this case. 

The answer recites that the 12th day of De- 
cember, 1881, the defendant, whoisa member 
of a building and loan association doing Dbusi- 
ness in this city, applied to the 
association for a loan of $1,500, 
which the association refused to make 
according to the provisions of Sec. 8 of the act 
of the General Assembly authorizing the in- 
corporation of such societies. That he then 
bid $328.12 for the preference of the loan, and 
obtained the amount asked for less $46.86, 
which the association claimed was one-eighth 
of the bid, the amount of the bid—$328.12—be- 
ing, in the language of the associavon, a 
“premium for the forbearance of the loan,“ 
and being that much over and above the 
amount of 8 per cent interest, to be paid in 
monthly installments of $10 each, which 
amounted to a usurious rate of interest. That 
instead of deducting simply the one-eighth of 
the premium, which would be $41.01, the asso- 
ciation deducted from ther amount paid 
the borrower the sum of $46.86, being the 
monthly payments of the so-called premium 
for one year, the association requiring him to 
pay the remaining seven-eighths of the prewi- 
um in monthlr instaliments of $3.90% each, 
which would amount to $46.86 per year, and 
seven years would be required for the pay ment 
of said remaining seven-eighths of the alleged 
premium; or. as caloulated by the association, 
the premium would amount to $374.88, or $46.86 
in excess of the bid—$328.12. The answer states 
that the borrower is an uneducated man, un- 
able to write his own name, and that he re- 
lied upon the officers of the association 
to make a fair and honest calculation 
for him, but a usurious rate of interest is 
charged to have been reserved, in this: that 
be was to pay montbly installments of $7.50 
each until the whole sum of $1,500 was paid, 
and pay interest besides at the rate of 8 per 
cent in monthly paymeuts of $10 each, and 
that it would take sixteen years and eight 
months to pay the $1,500. Tnat at the end of 
eight years he would have paid $750, or one- 
baif the amount borrowed, instead of the 
whole amount, as they induced bim by their 
method of figuring to believe would be the re- 

sult, and that be must still pay $10 per 
month upon the $750 yet to be  paia, 
which would make the interest upon that $750 
more than 16 per cent per annum. That by 
the terms of the bond given by him to the as- 
sociation, at the end of sixteen years, while it 
should require but $60, or $7.50 per month for 
eight months to pay out, the interest he would 
have to pay upon that $60 for eight montis 
would be $80, or about 150 per cent per an- 
num. He alsostates that since the time of 
procuring the loun be has paid the association 
$285 of the principal, $380 for interest, and 
$148.50 on account of premium, making a 
total-of $813.50, and yet the association has 
filed a bill in chancery to deprive him of his 
nome because be is not paying enough. 

There must be à remedy somewhere for evils 
such as this, and I would ask, on behalf of a 
deluded public, if some one will not point out 
what and where it is. HOMESEEKER.

INGENIOUS FIGURING. 


It is possible that such institutions properly 
managed may tend to encourage thrift by the 
investment of small sums. On the other band, 
even a well-educated man may be led by an in- 
genious arrangement of figures to suppose 
that he was going to reap advantages which a 
close investigauon would prove imaginary. In 
the case referred to by the correspondent—of 
aman who borrowed of the Union Building 
Association—the mode of operation is as fol- 
lows: A member pays 25 cents for each share 
when subscribed and 50 cents monthly on each 
afterward. It is expected that each share will 
reach par value ($100) in eight years. Once a 
fortnight the loanable capital of the associa- 
tion is put up at auctson and the member bidding 
the highest premium for a loan gets it. 
In the case in point fiftzen  sbares 
were subscribed and a loan of $1,500 
was obtained, atu premium of 25 per cent. 
This premium of $375 is divided into ninety-six 
installments of $3.90% per month, and the first 
year’s installment, $46.86, is deducted in ad- 
vance from the amount of the loan. The pay- 
ments are: 

Principal, 15 shares. at 50 cents 
Interest on $1,500 at 8 per cent 


A total of $21.40% each month. Assuming 
tnat the stock reaches par in eigh ars, a8 ex- 
pected, the amount actually paid into the as- 
sociation would be $2,054.88. The inducement 
held out by the association is that, admitting 
that a very high rate of interest is paid, the 
borrower is more than recompensed by his 
profits as a stockholder. This, bowever, is not 
borne out by the facts.

interest payable in installments. For a loan of 
$1,500 at 7 per cent, principal and interest pay- 
able in sixteen baif-yearly inctallments, the 
borrower would have to pay $1,946.20. This is 
$108.68 less than the stockholder pays after 
reaping bis profits as a sharebolder, assuming, 
asthe association does, that his stock will 
reach par value in eight years. The ican in 
his case is only $1,453.14, as the first year’s in- 
stullment of the premium is deducted in ad- 
vance. He aiso has to pay his installments 
monthiy instead of half-yearly, thus still 
further increasing the rate of interest. The 
correspondent states that it will take 
sixteen years and eight months to pay 
off the principal of this loan. This is correct if 
the prospective profits are not taken into con- 
sideration. This uncertainty as to when the 
mortgage will be canceled is the most objec- 
tionabie feature of the association, and there 
does not appear to be any provision made for 
releasing the mortgage of the payments on ac- 
count of principal as they are made. The 
correspondent states that $813.50 had been 
paid into the association before the mortgage 
was foreciosed. This would represent thirty- 
eight monthly installments or three years and 
two months. The payments on account of 
principal then would be $285, not counting the 
profits that are supposed to have accrued. 
This leaves a balance of $1,205 due on the prop- 
erty, but there is nothme to show that the 
borrower receives any release on the mortgage 
for the sum paid. If the amount had been 
borrowed on mortgage at 7 per cent, principal 
payable in balt-yearly installments, tne sum of 
$562.50 would have been paid on account of 
principal in, three years, and mortgajreor’s notes 
would have been released to that extent, leav- 
ing a lien on the property of $037.50.

For the investor to mature his stock 
in eight years the entire capital of the institu- 
tion must be loaned out every halt year at 
a little over 18 per cent per annum, 


not counting expenses of management. A6 


the association has no means of making money 
outside of its own members it is clear that the 
borrowers have to pay the profits which the 
lenders make. The investor who subscribes 50 
cepts per month for eight years and receives 
at the end of that time $100 receives a trifie 
over 20 per cent per annum, compound inter- 
est, for his investment, the exact figures at 
that rate being: Principal, $48; interest, 851; 
total, $99—a fair rate of interest. as compared 
witb the open market. The comparatively iow 
rate at which money can be obtained now 
makes this no longer the cuse. 

The People’s Loan Assvciation illustrates 
their mode of making a cash loan of $1,050 as 
foliows:

The mortgage 
on the property in the association is, as it is 
also in the other two associations referred to 
later on, the amount of the stock, decreased 
each year by the payments on account of 
stock, and one-eighth of the premium for every 
year of the unexpired term of eight years. At 
the end of the first year the lien on the prop- 
erty in this case would be $1,400, less payments 
on account of stock $91.08, and seven-eigbtas 
ot premium 8306.28, or $1,002.67, as against a 
lien of $918.75 0n mortgage. The lien in the 
former case would decrease after that $47.33 
per annum, as against $131.25 on mortgage.

In this case the borrower pays $1,455.36 fora 
loan of $1,000 in cight years, as against $1,297.60 
on mortgage, a difference in favor of the latter 
of $157.76: The lien on the property in this 
case at the end of the first year is $960.75 as 
against $875 on mortgage, the lien on the latter 
decreasing each year afterwards $125, as 
against $33.25 in the association.

Apparently a saving ot $175 in favor of the 
association, if its hopes are realized. They, 
however, ignore the fact that in the associa- 
tion the priucipal as well ss the in- 
terest is being paid off in monthly install- 
ments, whereas in the joan from the capital- 
ist their calculation is based on tie payment 
of the principal at the end of the eight years. 
If the principal had been paid off in sixteen 
half yearly installments the amount paid 
would have been $1,946.04 or $468.96 less than 
the association. The lien on the property in 
the association at the end of the first year 
would be $1,442.50 and the lien would de- 
crease each year atterwards $57.50. On 
mortgage the tien at the end of the 
first year would be $1,312.50, decreasing 
each year $187.50. This association says the 
borrower will not be required to accumulate 
money to pay the principal, or, if be bas the 
money accumulated, he will be able to reduce 
the expense still more by repaying the princi- 
pal to the association at any time, and save 
the premium ior the unexpired term and inter- 
est.“ The facts are that the borrower of $1,500 
hasto pay $280 every year until such time as 
the stock matures. On a mortgage he would 
pay for interest ahd principal the first year 
$289, decreasing each year, the amount paid 
for the eighth and last year of the mortgage 
being $197.34. 

These associations carry on business under 
an Illinois State law which went into effect 
July 1, 1879. It is this law which provides iu 
Sec. 10 for the refunding of one-eighth of the 
premium paid for every year of the eight 
years unexpired. This law also deciares in 
Sec. 11 that the corporations being of the nat- 
ure of codperative organizations no premiums 
paid or iaterest collected in accordance with 
the, provisions of the act sball deemed usu- 
rious. These institutions all claim that on ac- 
count of the security of the stock they allow a 
larger loan ou property than would be allowed 
by a capitalist—and if such is the case many 
borrowers no doubt gladly pay the high rate of 
interest for the extra accommodation. The 
popular delusion and the hopes held out by the 
associations in regardto these building socie- 
ties is that, although the borrower is nominal- 
ly paying a high rate of interest for his loan, 
be is reimbursed by bis protits as a stockhoider. 
To show that this is a fallacy, suppose an in- 
tending borrower of $1,000 joins a butid- 
ing society —— subscribes for ten shares. 
He then to a capitalist and 
gets a loan of # 31,000 at 7 per cent per annum 
for eight years. At the end of the eight years 
the par value of his stock in the association 
will redeem the loan from the capitalist. His 
payments per annum then are:

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Territory Hampered by Certain 
Suburban Drawbacks. 


Naturally a Part of the City They 
Should Share All Its Ad- 
vantages, 


Only a Question of Time When Annexa- 
tion Will Be Inevitable—IIlus- 
trations. 


for some time there has been considerable 
agitation in the suburbs to the north and west 
of the city in favor of annexation of their ter- 
ritory, or a portion of it, tothe city. This is 
desirable as far as they are concerned for many 
reasons. They are to all intents and purposes 
now a portion of Chicago.. Their offices, work- 
shops, and places of business are here. 
They buy and tell in Chicago, they 
are part of its people, but pet 
they do not enjoy the advantages of city life. 
For obvious reasons their water suppiy and 
sewerage systems are defective. In only three 
suburbs-——Lake View, Lake, and Hyde Park— 
is there any water system, and only in portions 
of Hyde Park and Lake is there anything 
worthy of the name of sewerage. The people 
find it almost impossible to sustain ood 
schools under the constitutional and statutable 
limits on taxation and indebtedness. There is 
scarcely any protection against fire,save inLake, 
where the packers have provided out of their 
means for fire-engines, chemical-engines, and 
other machinery to suppress conflagrations. 
This danger from fire is always imminent in 
some suburbs. Take the case of the Maple 
wood-Humboldt ** addition to Chicago,” as it is 
described by the real-estate dealers. The 
buildings are nearly ail frame. There is no 
water supply except in the portion immediate- 


ly adjoining the city. A fire would 
Spread in this suburb with lightning 
rapidity, and woula involve very serious dan- 
ger to the whole city. The houses are built 
closely together, and the flames would find on 
their way towards the city perhaps plenty of 
combustible material. In annexation to the 
city lies the future safety and the future 
health of this suburb. The complaints of lack 
of pure water and good sewerage are now depre- 
ciating real estate there. The city cannot af- 
ford to extend its water suppiy into the place, 
as Jefferson. is not disposed to pay 
for it with sufficient Mberality. As a 
portion of the city the Humboldt-Maple- 
wood suburb would be in a position not only 
to demand but also to pay for water, sewerage, 
and gas, as rea) estate would be advanced in 
value through the city’s connection. 


USELESS AFFAIRS, 

The taxes there now are heavy enough, but 
they are spent in other portions of the town, 
in supporting a useless high school, useless 
policemen, and a smail army of village officers 
who render very little service for the money 
wrich they receive. The same observations 
apply to Irving Park, in the vicinity, 
and also to that poruon of the town 
of Lake View for hulf a mile north of the city 
limits. An east and west iine from the north 
boundary line of Lincoln Park should be about 
the northern limit of the city. The people be- 
tween the present northern boundary and the 
proposed one would bave nothing to lose and 
everything to gain by becoming mecorporated 
with Chicago. Taxes would not be any hign- 
er, school accommodation, police protection, 
water supply, aud sanitary arrange 
ments would be vastly improved. Street- 
car accommodation under the city ordinauces 
would be improved, and danger from fires to 
the suburb and the city would be minimized. 
Most of the property-owners in that district 
are also property-owners and taxpayers in 
Chicago. They are, therefore, interested in 
both places. As ilustrating the fire danger in 
the suburbs it may be mentioned that last 
spring Lake View's fine high-school was burned 
to the ground almost before an engine arrived 
at the scene of the conflagration. Fortu- 
nately school was not in session at 
the time the fire broke out or 
the result would have been far more 
As it was the cost of replacing. the 
building will equal about the entire cost of ed- 
ucation in the whole Township of Lake View 
for one year. There is not a school ouilding 
of any kind there now tbat is not liable to be 
burned up any day. When the frame buildings 
which are crowding up the piace have 
been seasoned the menace will be still greater. 
At Austin, about three or four miles west of 
the city limits, the principal Dusiness block was 
burned up a couple of weeks ago. When the 
engine arrived from the city it was useless. 
There was no water supply. 

A STURDY POPULATION. 

One of the advantages of the addition of 
these western and northwestern suburbs to Chi- 
cago would be that a new, sturdy, and thrifty 
element would be added to the population. 
They are now the victims of school and other 
rings in the suburbs, bemg outvoted by the 
outskirt residents of the townships to which 
they belong, and as in Jefferson by the paupers 
of the poor-house at Dunning. The admission 
of this thrifty element to Chicago would give 
them relief from the ringsters, and would tend 
to give the city a better government. The 
same is measurably true of other suburbs. 
And bere the objection made by some to ab- 
sorption, that they would not have proper 
representation, may be met. The Jefferson 
district would be added on to what is the pres- 
ent Fourteenth Ward, to besure, but that ward 
will not long retain its present bulk. It will 
be divided as soon as under the new Election 
law Chicago is rid of the perpetual Alder. 
man who would but merely gerrymander now 
for spoils purposes. The dominance of 
this class of public officials in the 
civic goverument will soon be ended and 
greater cconomy in the utilization of the rev- 
enue and taxes of the city manifested. Sboulo 
the 11,000 or 12,000 people of Jefferson imme- 
diately adjoining the city be added to the Four- 
teenth, that ward could then be divided into 
two, and those two rotten boroughs, the Ninth 
The First and 
Second Wards might also be thrown together, 
and other arrangements made for the more 
equitable representation of the people in other 
continually growing portions of the city. If 
all the suburbs that by rights belong to the 
city come in, the General Assembly could with 
justice be asked to grant the relief in the shape 
of additional wards, which under the city’s in- 
corporation are limited to eighteen. 

PROVISIONS FOR ANNEXATION. 

It may be asked: What are the statutory or 
other provisions providing for annexation to 
Chicago? 

Sec. 1 of an act passed April 10, 1872, pro- 
vides: 

“That on petition in writing. signed by not 
less than three-fourths of the legal voters and 
by the owners of not less than three-fourths 
(in value) of the property in any territory 
contiguous to any city or incorporated 
village or town and not embraced 
within its limits, the City Council or 
Board of Trustees of said city, village, or town 
(as the case may be) may by ordinance annex 
such territory to such city, village, or town 
upon filing a copy of such ordinance, with an 
accurate map of the territory annexed, duly 
certified by the Mayor of the city or the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees of the viliage or 
town, with the Recorder of Deeds of the county 
where the annexed territory is situated, and 
having the same recorded therein: provided, 
that no portion less than the whole of an 
incorporated city, town, or village shall be 
annexed to another incorporated city, 
town,or village except in the mode provided in 
this act for the whole of an incorporated city, 
e or village to another city, town, or vil- 


Sec, 2 of this act then provides that any in- 
corporated city, town, or village can be an- 
nexed to another. incorporated city, town, or 
village by ordinance passed by a two-thirds 
vote of all the Aldermen or trustees elect of 
each corporation desiring annexation.“ This 
section further provides for the submission of 
such ordinance to a vote of the people. 
A majority of the voters of the an- 
nexed village or town must ratify such 
ordinance by a vote at some general election, 
or it can have no effect. Then follow sections 
for legal objections in the Circuit Court by 
voters or taxpayers. 

Some of the territory above mentioned does 
not belong to an incorporated town. In the 
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written and said, for the half of her present 
and future greatness has yet been left untold.

The centre of the 
vity will then evidently be located in South 
Chicago, with three barbors—one at the mouth 
ot the Grand Calumet, one at South Chicago, 
and the other at old Chicago—with a sbhip-canal 
at South Chicago passing through Puliman 
west direct to the Illinois River, the Mississip- 
pi, and the Gulf of Mexico. 

Upto 1840 Milwaukee was the banner city 
of the Western lakes.

3. The raw material for building and manu- 
facturing purposes for the city and surround- 
ing country is floated to her docks. 

4. The freigutage on her manufactured artt- 
cles and wares to be delivered is only about 
halt what it would be from che East, and the 
same on the products of the soil used to sus- 
tain her laborers. 

5. Her meneyed capital is principally em- 
ployed in labor, the building up of the city, and 
in manufactwries, and keeping it in circulation 
and **the times good.“ 

6. Chicago pow contains about thirty-two and 
one-half squace miles, and in the future, from 
time to time, sbe will continue to expand and 
to furnish cheap homes to all that where 
they will always find plenty to eat —8 5 if 
they are willing to work and earn it, and save 
the expense of the freightage to the East or

But the question has been asked: “Who 
built up Chicago?” and in response the writer 
will say that Chicago was first built up by ofe 
of the piuckiest class of people that ever trod 
American soil, or any other kind of soil, and 
tne last time it was built up by them, their 
heirs, legal representatives, and others, through 
the agency of 85 per cent -paper, 
called money, and for the use of which 
many agreed to pay as high As 
8 and 10 per cent lawyers’ fees, commissions, 
etc. It is wellknown that many lost their 
property by so doing—by aliowing it to be de- 
preciated 50 per cent through an attempt of 
the bondholders to demonetize and destroy the 
value of silver, and thereby raise at one fell 
swoop their bonds and paper to par value with 
gold in order to secure the other 15 per cent 
from the people. Through the wisdom, nerve, 
and power of Tae CHICAGO TRIBUNE their 
scheme was defeated, and they were compelled 
to remonetize silver. But that is not the 


point. The question is, Who did really bud 


up Chicago? And for the. benefit of tuture 
historians the writer will give the names of a 
few of the most prominent ones as foliows:
